Foggy Bottom: From Slums to 
Showplace — To ? 


No area in all of Washington 
has undergone such a meta- 
morphosis as has Foggy Bot- 
tom. Just thirty-five years ago, 
many sections of lower Foggy 
Bottom were referred to as 
slums and were considered off- 
limits to wary pedestrians. To 
reach the popular old Water- 
gate Restaurant along the Po- 
tomac, one walked over large 


‘sections of broken or absent 


sidewalks, dodged muddy path- 
ways, and passed blocks of sag- 
ging, dilapidated homes. 

The advent of urban renewal 
brought about a tidal wave of 
demolition and reconstruction 
which delighted a population 
interested in the preservation of 
Colonial America. Here, in 
residential Foggy Bottom, row 
upon row of small, pastel homes

attested to the charm of the liv- 
ing past. For authenticitiy, des- 
igners replaced concrete side- 
walks with lovely red bricks. 
Some even went to the pain- 
staking trouble of outlining the 
tree spaces along the curbs with 
horizontal bricks — giving 
those spaces the look of uni- 
form planter boxes. 

Each home had a small brick 
walkway which led from the 
sidewalk to the street. (These 
still remain but many have 
been obliterated with over- 
growth. Present tenants will 
not attend this small task). The 
“pioneer” homeowners exuded 
pride in their “Little Wil- 
liamsburg.” They exerted every 
effort to maintain a pictures- 
que reminder of early America. 
Before long, outsiders were 


taking walking tours through 
renewed Foggy Bottom. Small 
groups of tourists came to ad- 
mire and exclaim. (One of the 
most visited and lauded sec- 
tions was the enclave, Snows 
Court, which sadly has become 
victimized by the City as well as 
by indolent residents.) 

The early residents were near- 


ly obsessed with keeping the . 


environs of their homes spot- 
less. Not a scrap of paper could 


be found in front yards nor on | 
An absentee ` 
landlord and one-time resident ` 


the sidewalks. 


remembers: “Hell, we used to 
sweep and hose the sidewalks 
in front of our houses. Some 
people even swept the gutters 
next to their curbs.”

Helipads in Residential 
Zones Declared ‘‘Public 
Nuisance” in New Act

The Helicopter Landing Pad 
Public Nuisance Act was ap- 
proved unanimously July 14, 
and now is in the 30-day review 
period before the U.S. Con- 
gress. 


The act, sponsored by Ward . 


2 Councilman John A. Wilson, 
was in response to the proposal 
to install a helipad for the 
George Washington Universi- 
ty Hospital across the street 
where there is currently a park- 
ing lot. Cindy Gist, executive 
assistant to Councilman Wil- 
son, said the proposal for a 
helipad at GW had provoked a 
strong response from Foggy 
Bottom area residents, both by 
telephone and mail. Gist said 
since there were no existing reg- 
ulations governing helipads in 
the District, the approach to 
addressing the problem had to 
begin legislatively.

„ating helipads in the District, 


three serving hospitals, but the 
new regulation will not affect 
them. 


The bill itself declares that 
helicopter landings in residen- 
tial zones are prohibited be- 
cause they would be a public 
nuisance. Consequently, if GW 
wanted to pursue installing a 


helipad (or anyone else in the 


city), they would have to get 
the zoning changed to commer- 
cial. 


Gist said she had not heard 
of an application to change the 
zoning of the GW proposed he- 
lipad space, though she said the 
University had lobbied heavily 
against the bill. 


The bill will become effective 
October 10, unless action is 
taken by the Congress. Gist 
said, however, that little oppo- 
sition is expected.

Sad News Over 


the Summer 


During the summer we lost 
some very special people who 
lived in Foggy Bottom, Melvin 
Ogden, so dear to the FBA, 
died June 27 after an extended 
illness. Mel served the Associa- 
tion well as Treasurer for sev- 
eral years, was dedicated to the 
St. Mary’s Court, and was in- 
volved in other community ac- 
tivities as well. He was one of 
six persons honored by the 
Foggy Bottom community in a 
special event last April.

Also in June Lucile Holmes, 
who lived in the 2500 block of 
L Street for over 25 years, died 
of pneumonia. Lucile was a 
founding member of the Arena 
Stage, and was a writer and 
broadcaster by profession, 
retiring in the late 1960s from 
the Voice of America. After re- 
tirement she was a regular 
reader for the Washington 
Volunteer Readers for the 
Blind. 


A most distinguished resi- 
dent of Watergate passed away 
in June, the economist and 
public servant Arthur F. Burns. 
Burns, who served as Chair- 
man of the Federal Reserve 
Board, of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, and as ambas- 
sador to West Germany, was 
born in 1904 and came to 
Washington in 1937.

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Humanities Seminar 
at St. Mary’s Court 


A 20-week Humanities Semi- 
nar began in July at St. Mary’s 
Court, a Foggy Bottom resi- 
dence facility for senior citizens 
and handicapped persons. The 
seminar is under the direction 
of Ed Cox, an area poet and in- 
structor who has conducted the 
popular and long-established 
poetry class at the Court. The 


. seminar is sponsored by the 


National Council on the Aging 
and is funded by the National 
Endowment for the Humani- 
ties. The seminar meets every 
Tuesday from 7:10 to 8:30 
p.m. at the Court and it is ex- 
pected to continue into No- 
vember. There is no financial 
obligation and it is open to per- 
sons in the community as well 
as residents of the Court. Re- 
gistration information may be 
obtained by calling the Court at 
223-5712. 

Participants each receive a 
copy of the National Council 
on the Aging’s publication, 
“Exploring Values,” which con- 
tains essays and articles on 
issues such as ethics, capital 
punishment, civil rights, war 
and peace, life, liberty and the 
role of the individual in society. 
The participants and Mr. Cox 
will engage in weekly discus- 
sions stimulated by readings 
from the text. Other resource 
material will also be used and 
presentations and lectures by 
visiting humanists will be fea- 
tured. 

The goal of the Humanities 
Seminar is to encourage partici- 
pants to pursue exploration of 
their ideas and feelings about 
the relevancy of the humani- 
ties. Participants will be encou- 
raged to write a paper during 
the course of the seminar fo- 
cusing on one of the various is- 
sues raised in the discussions. 
Mr. Cox will provide technical 
assistance to those writing pa- 
pers. At the conclusion of the 
seminar, the papers and ex- 
cerpts of taped transcripts of 
sessions discussions will be

Avenue, Drs. Ghamary and 
Fattahi span both ends of the 
spectrum in dentistry. Ghama- 
ry has 15 years of experience, 
and Fattahi is fresh out of 
Howard’s dental school. Only 
open two months in this loca- 
tion, both have high hopes for 
thriving practice in Foggy Bot- 
tom.

Tirdad Fattahi. Ghamary said 
if Tirdad did everything he 
said, and applied himself seri- 
ously, he could be a dentist 
also. So after exploring the re- 
quirements under Dr. Ghama- 
ry’s guidance, Tirdad entered 
Howard the fall after his July 
fourth birthday. After two 
years of college, and four years 
of dental school, graduating 
sixth in his class, Fattahi has 
joined Ghamary’s practice. 
Fattahi says he would eventual- 
ly like to specialize like Gha- 


. mary in oral surgery, but after 


all that school he needs a 
break. 

The two have actually been 
working together about a year 
and a half, with Fattahi assis- 
ting Ghamary. Because of the 
Iranian community, Ghamary 
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has many Iranian patients, but 
many Americans also. He also 


cleans the teeth of a few royals | 


like the King of Oman, the 
King of Saudi Arabia, and the 


Shah of Iran’s son — the sec- | 


ond Rajah and his wife. 
Ghamary has a wife and a 
54-year-old daughter and lives 
in Virginia’s Skyline Plaza. He 
also has two brothers and three 
sisters in the area and currently 
his parents are visiting from 
Iran where he has one brother. 
Ghamary is originally from 
Teheran, Iran, though he was 
educated at Georgetown Uni- 
versity in the early 70’s. He re- 
turned to Iran in 1976, but the 
Khomeni regime coming into 
power forced him to come back 
to the U.S. because he had 
American friends and Ameri- 
can patients. He says he loves 
the U.S. where now he is a citi- 
zen, though he feels people 
didn’t at first realize that many 
Iranians were “suffering from 
the political matter also.” Since 
then, however, he has seen 
Americans more willing to 
judge Iranians on an individual 
basis, not assuming all Iranians 


are like the ones you see on the _ 


news. 

In his spare time, Ghamary 
enjoys watching football, going 
to the Four Seasons or Water- 
gate, and traveling to San Die- 
go, California. Eventually he’d 


like to make his Foggy Bottom — 


office his main location and 
thinks he might buy a house 
down here. The most common 
dental problem he sees is gum 
disease — even with well-off 
patients. He says they often are 
too busy to properly attend to 
their teeth. 

Fattahi lives in Vienna, Vir- 
ginia with his mother, father, 
brother and sister. Fattahi, 
who has been in this country 
since he was 14, feels this is his 
home. When he first arrived 
(due to the political situation as 
well), he said he was scared, 
especially because he did not 
know any English. 

He is the eldest and is single. 
He likes to go dancing and re- 
lax at Houston’s in George- 
town or the Pleasant Peasant 
at Mazza Gallerie. He swims, 
jogs, plays chess and backgam- 
mon (though he says he’s better 
at backgammon) and thinks 
Washington is a beautiful city. 
He also likes the fact it is a 
melting pot, though he says 
people here seem very driven to 
work hard. He just got his 
Maryland license, and plans to 
be working at their Rockville 
office soon. The worst problem 
he sees in dentistry so far are 
“bad patients” (i.e., those who 
are hard to deal with and are 
suspicious of the dentist). Fat- 
tahi says he likes dentistry bet- 
ter than being a physical doctor 
because of the personalness of 
it. “You get to know many peo- 


- ple on a personal level.”

There was never a buildup of 


filthy leaves which is now so ` 


commonplace. Today, we sim- 
ply overlook the accumulations 
of uncontrolled “compost” that 
fill the gutters, clog our sewers, 
and present a potentially hazar- 
dous condition when wet. It 
should be noted that after the 
first flutter of crisp, colorful 
leaves, the romance is over. Al- 
lowed to lay unchecked, those 
leaves become exposed gar- 


- bage. 


A longtime resident recalls 
autumns, “Back then; — espe- 
cially after the really big fall — 
wed all be out raking leaves 
and we had to improvise bags 
to stuff them in. We didn’t 
have big plastic bags like to- 
day.” A nostalgic smile crosses 
her face. “The air seemed to 
crackle with ambition and am- 
biance.” Noticeable this last 
winter was the appalling negli- 
gence of most residents to re- 
move snow from their side- 
walks! Such little time and ef- 
fort are required. 


What is happening to that 
neighborhood pride? Do we 
truly have a “different” kind of 
population moving into Foggy 
Bottom? Will their continued 
indifference change lower FB 
yet again — for something 
worse? We hope the citizens of 
FB are dedicated enough to ex- 
plore the causes of our decline, 
and will endeavor to staunch 
the extinction of a noble neigh- 
borhood. (Perhaps, in a future 
edition of the News, the causes, 
effects, and opinions will be 
proposed). 


Meanwhile, everyone — in- 
cluding apartment dwellers 
who rarely visit areas outside 
their complexes — is urged to 
take a walking tour through 
our shrinking neighborhood. 
(Progressive encroachment from 
all points of the compass has 
diminished our perimeters). 

While strolling, really look 
closely at everything. Look be- 
low and beyond the beautiful 
foliage that Washington en- 
dows us with every springtime. 
Notice the number of neglected 


homes: broken and fallen fen- 


ces, tangled weeds in front 
yards, the careless display of 
trash and litter. Nothing is 


more prolific than litter. Just | 


one tossed beer can generate 
more. Soon pedestrians are 
comfortable adding their debris 
to the man-made trash heap. 


A good place to start your 
observation walk is at the cor- 
ner of H and New Hampshire 
Avenues. Keep to the left as 
you head north. You will pass 
several: small-homes which an- 


nounce their individuality. Not 
too long ago, these homes 
made this stretch of shaded 
sidewalks a visual pleasure. To- 
day, the overall view is one of 
neglect. It is often litter-strewn 
and unkempt. Most front yards 
are tangled with weeds. Clus- 
ters of dirty leaves line the 
fences. A busy, much-traveled 
street for people going to Safe- 
way, and for tourists walking 
to the Kennedy Center, this 
once lovely section is a disap- 
pointment to all of us. 
Continuing north to Eye, 
conditions improve. It is not 
possible to pass the corner 


property without special ad- 
miration for the care and beau- 
ty enclosed within its fence. 
Cross the street, turn left, then 
pause a moment to digest a 
phenomenon: here, for two en- 
tire blocks (from 24th to 26th 
Streets), is the longest stretch 
of residential homes not in- 
terrupted by a high-rise nor a 
hotel! Except for the aberra- 
tion that houses the Argentine 
Embassy offices these two 
blocks are the most attractive 
in all of Foggy Bottom. — Or 
they could be if all the residents 
borrowed some of the initiative

4) 
from earlier tenants. Scan the 
curbs and notice the inches of 
black gore along the gutters 
(end product of leaf accumula- 
tion). 

Can you make out the brick 
outlines of the tree spaces, or 
have they been obliterated by 
years of untended overgrowth? 
Count the number of brick 
walkways still evident from 
widewalk to curb. We applaud 
the tenants who have continued 
to sweep off those little walks 
and carefully attend the tree 
spaces.

when no one dared put their 
trash cans out until the night- 
fall before collection days. “We 
sort of sneaked them out in the 
dark, then brought them in as 
soon as they were emptied.”

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spreads from one neighbor to 
another. A few homes across 
from the row of apartments 
have adopted the front curb as 
their permanent trash can 
storage. 

To resume your walk, cross 
25th Street, staying on the 
right. This final block of Eye 
Street is the most characteristic 
and unique section in our 
area. The homes are larger than 
average. The entire street ap- 
pears wider which contributed 
in the past to the reference of 
“The Boulevard” for this love- 
ly block. A former resident de- 
scribed this special area as hav- 
ing a serene dignity. 

Many of these residents to- 
day continue to preserve the 
tradition of excellent main- 
tainance but are unable to con- 
vince some of their neighbors 
to cooperate. Knee-high weeds, 
tumbled cans, and overgrowth 
prevail. In some instances, the 
growing “false grass’ has 
shrunk the width of the side- 
walks to half. 

Once past the upper section 
of the block, you step into a 
“oasis” where neatness is a 
sharp contrast. The attention 
given the surroundings of the 
corner house should be an in- 
spiration to everyone in th 
area. 

Having reached 26th Street, 
it is appropriate to insert at this 
point the single most common 
complaint voiced by those I 
queried: The blatant disregard 
for property that is displayed 
by dog owners. One citizen 
describes the 26th Street park 
area as “a landmine of dog 
excreta.” The Dept. of Public 
Works complains as well of the 
disgusting mess animal excre- 


ment can make of grass cutting © 


equipment. A dedicated resi- 
dent who mows a smaller park 
nearby echoed that sentiment. 
Should you have the inclina- 
tion to venture outside /ower 
Foggy Bottom, and dare to ne- 
gotiate the underpass, you will 
find even worse littering all the 
way to Pennsylvania Avenue.
